MMA Losses 


President 


On May 28 the Military schools of 
Virginia suffered the loss of Colonel 
Robert J. Benchoff, president of 
Massanutten Military Academy. Col- 
onel Benchoff died in Shenandoah 
County Memorial Hospital where he 
was admitted after a heart attack. 

He was born on February 8, 1909, 
served in the second world war, and 
retired from the service as a com- 
mander in the navy. He received a 
M. A. degree from Franklin and 
Marshall College and an LL.B. degree 
from Harvard University. 

A parade in his memory was held 
by the cadet corps of Augusta Military 
Academy on May 30. He was buried 
the same day in Massanutten Cemetery 
after a funeral service held at St.

Final commencement exercises for the 1967-68 session 
officially began on Friday, May 31 with a dress parade in 
honor of the recently deceased president of Massanutten Mili- 
tary Academy, Colonel Robert J. Benchoff. 

Saturday’s ceremonies began with the traditional Guard 
Mount. This year’s Guard Mount was performed by “A” 
Company under the command of Cadet Capt. John Carson. 
At 3:30 p.m. the Junior Roller Rifles did an exhibition drill 
on the front field, directly followed by a performance by the 
Charles S. Roller III Rifles led by Cadet Capt. Edward H. 
Longmire. A final dress parade for the officers of the Corps 
was conducted at 5:00 that afternoon. In the evening the 
Ceceronian Literary Society had its final senior debate and 
declaimers contest in Assembly Hall. 

On Sunday morning the entire corps marched to the 
Augusta Stone Church on the hill for the Baccalaureate 
Service. Guest speaker was the Reverend J. Layton Mauze, 
pastor of the Covenant Presbyterian Church in Staunton. 

Sunday afternoon the Roller Rifles staged another ex- 
hibition drill on the front field. For many members of the 
team it was the last performance, so accordingly they per- 
formed exceptionally well even for the Roller Rifles. Staff 
captains and company commanders introduced their mothers 
to their Corps at the Sponsor’s Parade held at 5:00. It was 
a memorable occasion for many proud parents of cadet off- 
cers. Band Company held a concert in the triangle at 5:45. 
They played the same old songs, but everyone was pleased 
nevertheless. After the concert Mrs. Charles S. Roller, Jr. 
and Col. and Mrs. M. H. Livick held a reception and buffet 
supper on Library Lawn for all parents, alumni, faculty and 
members of the graduating class. That evening final vespers 
services were given in Assembly Hall for the entire Corps. 

Monday morning saw A company perform another Guard 
Mount. At 10:30 a.m. drill competition began for individuals, 
platoon, and companies. Staff Sgt. Rick Visher won the honor 
of being selected best in individual drill competition, B Com- 
pany took the Platoon cup. The highly coveted Silver Cup 
was won by E Company under the command of Cadet Capt. 
Bruce Orenstein. 

On Monday afternoon the Corps of AMA marched in 
their final parade for the 1967-68 year. Members of the grad- 
uating class formed on either side of the battalion staff while 
the rest of the Cadet Corps passed in review in their honor. 
In the evening the Final Ball was held in Memorial Gym- 
nasium. Cadet Capt. Jack Prentice led the traditional figure. 
After the ball.no member of the graduating class slept that 
night. The final few hours at Augusta Military Academy 
were at hand. Excitement built up gradually, old feuds were 
forgotten, and old friendships were reaffirmed. 

Finally, on the morning of June 4, 1968 the Cadet Corps 
marched to Memorial Gymnasium for the formal commence- 
ment of the senior class, Diplomas were awarded to seventy- 
three cadets.

University, and cadet Samuel Judd, who made the valedictory 
address.

On March 31 President Lyndon Baines Johnson an- 


nounced “I will not seek nor accept the Democratic nomina- 
tion.” This shocking statement threw campaign ’68 into tur- 


moil. On the Democratic side Senator Robert F. Kennedy 
immediately jumped out into a commanding lead over Sena- 
tor Eugene J. McCarthy. Vice President Hubert H. Humph- 
rey has recently joined the race. McCarthy seems to be win- 
ning in the suburban areas with Kennedy carrying the slum 
vote and the Vice President is favored by the industrial com- 
munities, 

With President Johnson out of the way former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon must now present new ideas in- 
stead of criticizing the present administration. Until recently, 
Nixon, who had been unopposed, has found it miserable liv- 
ing on the last page of the nation’s newspapers. Governor 
Nelson A. Rockefeller recently entered the race and seems to 
be helping spread the ideas of Kennedy and McCarthy. Poor 
Dick Nixon is still sitting on the back page. 

It is no secret that each of the Presidential candidates 
tried to monopolize on the death of Doctor Martin Luther 
King Jr. Once again Senator Kennedy won the prize. While 
standing in the huge crowd at King’s funeral, Kennedy was 
called up to the speaker’s platform by King’s successor, Ralph 
Abernathy. All the rest of the candidates were left standing 
there. The Negro community is now socking it to Bobby. 

College campuses are being swamped by celebrities, Sing- 
ing star Lesley Gore is leading a young voters’ committee for 
Kennedy campaign, while Dustin Hoffman of “The Graduate” 
is stumping the nation for McCarthy. Former JFK supporter 
Frank Sinatra has gone behind Humphrey, Nixon has won the 
heart of Rudy Vallee. 

Senator McCarthy is achieving power and prestige needed 
to pull the greatest upset since Harry Truman defeated New 
York’s Governor Thomas Dewey in 1948. Gene McCarthy 
is the spokesman for the youth of America. According to 
Dave Broder of the Washington Post (May 14): “This is a 
great thing McCarthy has done. He has involved a whole 
new generation in politics and what marvelous young people 
they are.... You cannot talk to McCarthy volunteers without 
knowing that as they have been explaining McCarthy, they 
have also been discovering America.” 

The New York Post reendorsed Senator McCarthy by 
saying that the “Road is still long, but Eugene McCarthy 
shows no tendency to falter. He has lost an important skir- 
mish, but the battle goes on.” The battle will go on past 
the June fourth California primary. It will continue up until 
the Democratic nominee is chosen in Chicago. We are con- 
fident that the result of this uphill undertaking will be the in- 
auguration of Eugene McCarthy next January twentieth.

Three weeks before the Cadet Corps of 1967-68 was 
formed the AMA football squad hit the gridiron. Devotion 
and courage were combined with the abilities of head coach 
Ed Clymore to give AMA a formidable squad, When the first 
game was played, apathetic fans greeted the football team. 


I am the first to admit that it is hard to support losing 
teams. But indifference won’t help any toward producing a 
winning season. The problem seems to lie in the fact that 
everyone’s heart still belongs to that dear old high school at 
home. Face it, we are cadets of Augusta Military Academy. 
Spirit wise this corps has been miserable, and apart from what 
it does to the teams, it makes us look miserable. If the Corps 
of 1969 has any less spirit than that of 1968, then I am satis- 
fied that I am about to graduate. 


Despite the record AMA did produce some very good 
ballplayers, most notable of which was Dave Zehler who at- 
tained the mark of excellance by being selected for the All- 
Military squad. 


An improvement in spirit and a powerful basketball team 
made the winter season brighter than the fall season. Tom 
Bardin at six foot nine inches led the team at center with 
John Needy and Stan Bane leading the scoring. Bardin won 
a full four year scholarship to Auburn University and Bane 
will take his four years at Pan American College. Bane’s 
claim ‘to fame is his recond forty-nine points against Washing- 
ton and Lee University and his all-time school record of six 
hundred ninety points in twenty-three games. 


Outstanding among the other winter teams were Gordon — 
Metz of the fencing team who went undefeated for his second 
consecutive year with a saber, and Charlie Hillsman, whose 
seven and two.record will probably give him next season’s 
saber team captaincy. Chadwick and Gerald dominated the 
mats with five-four records, while the Pascale brothers and 
Doug McDowell formed the nucleus for a determined but 
badly short numbered swimming team, 


By far the least publicized sport this year was karate. 
Mr. Darryl Mizer, a graduate of AMA and a holder of a black 
belt, devoted a good deal of time and effort to teach cadets 
what is probably the most effective means of self-defense 
known. Despite his ridiculously low rates only six of the 
original class of forty-seven remained at the end of May. At 
this military school where hand to hand combat is not taught, 
full advantage should be taken of karate as a supplement to 
the military classes. Let’s hope that if it is offered next year 
it will be given the same public relations as other sports. 


AMA’s baseball team under coach Wilk finished the sea- 
son with a record of 4-8. However, the record does not tell 
the complete story, 


Bob Spollozino pitched excellently all season with no help 
from the field or his hitters. Errors were the story. The only 
consistent hitters were Dave Zehler, who finished with a .350 
average, and Gary Jenkins, who wound up with a .333. Doug 
Bell hit a respectable .285. 


Track was a Minor disappointment this year at Augusta. 
First Sgt. Ernest Mines provided the spirit and coaching, and 
did well with the job presented him. The team was led by Gary 
Dove in points won. An honorable mention must be given to 
Frank Roach, who placed well in all seven meets. 


As it was noted before, spirit has been the great obstacle 
to AMA sports this year. If only the corps would get out and 
support their teams like any responsible, self conscious student 
body should, then perhaps next year’s paper will have some- 
thing more positive to write about.
